Mr. Disruoii's Dry Nurse. 



Under tlio aliovo heading tho Lou- 
don "World" has a most interesting 
articlo on tho lato Henry Drunimond 
aud hib relations with Mr. Disraeli. 
Mr. Drummoud was one of the moot 
remarkable men of his day, both as a 
de bater and an eccentric. Ho had a 
''f aeon, do parler" of his own; and 
epigramma tic point as lino as Mr. Dis 
raoli's aud caustic pleasantry as great 
as .Mr. Bernal Osborne's were com- 
bined in him with the weighty authori- 
ty of a Nestor. Born in 1780, ho was 
educated at Harrow, and on his nia- 
rity. became one of tho partners in 
10 bank at Charing Cross, and three 
years afterwards entered Parliament, 
only, however, after a brief trial, to 
quit the political arena owing to deli- 
cacy of health. In 1816 ho returned, 
at the request of the Conservative 
party, to the House of Commons, and 
became one of tho most popular 
speakers in that assombly. Ho was a 
thorough Tory, and tho following gives 
an idea of his dashing stylo: — "You 
have repealed the Corn Laws, and now 
you shall witness alternatives of glut 
and scarcity. Your now commercial 
.•system will load to the amassing of 
colossal fortunes amidst starving mil- 
lions; you will have operatives lording 
it over you, at one time burring mills 
and at another sacking palaces." 

In 1852, when the Derby-Disraeli 
Government came into power, Mr. 
Drunimond wrote the following letter 
to Mr. Disraeli: — 

Alburv Pakh, 5th March, 1852. 
. "My dear Mr. Disraeli, — I wish 
you succebS, and if you think that I 
can in any way servo you, pray com- 
mand me. 

'•'You must mend some things. 
. "1st. Jolliit'o is too delicate lo know 
how to bribe half the Irish and tho 
'Times.' They must bo bought, 
however, or they will upset you. 

"2. You Lave no Lord Lansdowne 
or Lady Pulinerston.nor a dozen other 
such, to give incessant 'soirees.' You 
mismanaged this before, and you 
ought not to have put old fat stupid 
Christopher into tho Government, but 
have made him give dinners and 
'soirees.' This must bo dono by some- 
body. 

"II Your chief rock ahead is Re- 
form. Johnny can upset you when- 
over he pleases; but ho will not please 
unless he can insure his being sent 
for by the Queen, aud not Palmers- 
ton. 

"Since- you are pledged to a Reform 
Bill, I enclose you a sketch of the 
best I have ever seen. It has been 
prepared many years by a very able 
lawyer, and if you approve of it I will 
converse with you upon its details. 
You must havo some Bill in petto 
ready at a moment's notieo to lay on 
tho table of the House; and you must 
tako care. that none of its provisions 
transpire. It may bo your best policy 
to let some ono not in oflico bo the 
prune mover iu tho affair, and if you 
bo judge T havo no objection to move 
in it. Bub whatever you do, mako 
your Cabinet keep their tongues to 
thomselves. 

"Another want 3-011 havo is persons 
to answer Osborne, Horsman, Bright, 
. Gibson, an d a host of other revolution- 
sly blackguards. Animals of- -that 
kind must bo bought. You are now 
an army without proVost marshals. 
But they may bo had cheap. 

"Always yours faithfully, 

"Henry Drummojw. 
"Tho Dukes of Richmond and Buc- 
clouch should open their houses; also 
Lords Salisbury and Exeter. That 
is their contingent." "Joliffe" was 
: tho whip (now Lord Hylton) "Chris- 
topher," the present Mr. Nisbot Ham- 
ilton, the Splendour of whoso hospi- 
tality is commensurate with thoprinco- 
linoss of his income. All concerned 
and tho public will laugh at tho esti- 
mates of tlio "Times" aud leading Li- 
berals. Mr. Druinmoad, in his speech 
to his constituents in 1S32 thus speaks 
of reform : — 

"The radical fault of tho Reform 
Bill [of 1SIV2| was that it was framed 
on no perniauont principle There is 
no principle in a franchise of £10 more 
than in ono of £9 IDs. (3d. Tho samo 
radical faiiltruns through Lofd John's 
Bill just now framed; there is no 
principlo in £5 more than in £-1 19s. 
#Gd. Lord John is totally abroad and 
at fioa upon all such subjects; and as it 
in Tory mischievous to havo cuch sub- 
jects brought forward, and as they 
must hu always agitated till sottlod on 



right principles, I will point out to 
you whatthoso principles are. Origin- 
ally, on tho prospect of war, the king 
did not summon the pooplo at large 
to assiat him, but ho summoned his 

great barons Intermingled with 

theso were a few persons who held 
not of tho baron, but of tho king; aud 
tho lowest valuo at which such pro- 
perty was valued was -10 shillings. . . . 
... .1 say, thon, that the truo princi- 
plo of the right of voting is that every 
man who contributes diroct paymont 
by taxes or rates, or who has rondored 
tho Crown sorvico in his person in tho 
army, militia, &c, should vote in the- 
election of mombers of Parliament, 
and for this oxtent of suffrage I con- 
tend." 

It will bo seen that fifteen years af- 
terwards Mr. Disraeli adopted his 
idea. 

A Fatal Practical Joke. — A practical 
joker nituioJ Edward Colo, near Penn 
Yan, was killed by his brother-in-law, 
Georgo Pierce, Thursday night. Colo 
camo home and knocked at tho door for 
a joko. When asked " Who's thore?" ho 
nnsworod, ''Your money or your life!" 
Not being admitted, ho went to the rear 
of tho house, and pulling oft' his boots he 
climbod upon tho shed aud effected his 
entrance through a window. Mr. I'ierco, 
upon hearing him, cried out, " Don't, 
como into this house or I will kill vou." 
Seizing a butcher knife, ho started up 
stairs, Mr. Colo all tho time keeping si- 
lont, stood at the head of tho stairs in tho 
dark to deceive him. Mr. Pierce imin<3- 
diaUly grappled with tho supposed assas- 
sin, and during tho encounter cut his 
throat with the butcher kuifo, severing 
tho jugular vein. The young man ex- 
claimed: " You havo killed Edward Colo! 
My poor wife and children !" and died. 
Mr, Pierce is about thirty-eight years of 
age, and ono of the best citizens of i' tit us 
county. Mr. Colo, his brother-in-law 
was younger, also from au excellent fam- 
ily, and of tho highest integrity, lie and 
his brother-in-law havo always boon warm 
intimato friends, aud their families at- 
tached to each other.

"Watch! 

Notwithstanding vehoment assevor- 
ations to the contrary it is wnll un- 
derstood that the Local Government 
are negotiating with Canada (or New 
Terms. Whether these negotiations 
will culminate in another mission to 
Great Britain and Canada remains tu 
he seen; hut matters seem to ho assum- 
ing that shapo, and it is not improba- 
hle that Lord Carnarvon, having boon 
brought in contact with a very poor 
sample of Columbian statesmon in the 
person of our Promior, and having 
bjon grossly deceived by the failure to 
legislate upon the Now Terms, mivy 
prefer to deal with some one discon- 
nected with either Party — somo one 
entirely removed from tho arena of 
politics, who enjoys tho confidonco 
and esteem of a vast majority of his 
fellow-citizens, and is bettor ablo to 
express tho popular sentiment than a 
delegate of the Government. In a 
word, if it should transpire that tho 
Local Governmont have lent a willing 
ear to aproposition to recast tho Now 
Torms; and if tho discovery should pre- 
soutly be made that tho coin, y is 
about to bo committed to a policy of 
dolay and procrastination that can 
only result in difficulty and disaster, it 
will then becomo necessary for the 
People — who are the source of all 
power — while tho Government are pro- 
viding for t'jemselvos and their imme- 
diate friends, to see that tho popular 
rights are not sacriheod. Doar-bought 
experience has taught British Colum- 
bians that if they want their public 
affairs properly and economically ad- 
ministered they must closely watch 
tho men who aro set over thorn. One 
old writer says, "the eye of the master 
maketh a fat ox." Another, "tho eye 
of the master is worth his two hands." 
It has been proved that tho present 
Governmont will bear watching — and 
close watching, too; for tho history of 
the last session shows that notwith- 
standing the ceaseless vigilance of tho 
Opposition several measures of a most 
injurious character were pushed 
through the House at the last moment. 
Profiting by experience, and bolioving 
that another scheme is on foot to sa- 
crifice the popular interests on tho al- 
tar of Governmental incapacity and 
greed, we believe the public mind 
ia fully resolved that should tho Local 
Government presume to dispatch a 
delegate to London or Ottawa the 
People will send a trusty delegate to 
watch him. Only by the adoption of 
this course can the rights of tho Pro- 
vince, which have been shamefully 
neglected in the past, bo protected in 
the future. Of courso, tho first duty 
of tho People and tho Government is 
certainly to stand firmly by tho New 
Terms if, indeed, the refusal of the 
Local Government to legislato upon 
them has not caused them to fall to the 
ground and rendered fresh negotia- 
tions necessary. According to Mr. 
Blake tho Old Terms aro still intact. 
If his opinion bo correct there is no- 
thing for it but to commenco negotia- 
tions de novo. "We admit that tho nitiia- 
tion is a serious one —that the disap- 
pointment experienced is very great. 
But who are to blamo for tho failure ? 
It cannot bo tho Opposition in tho 
Local Houso, for they called loudly on 
tho Government to legislato! legislate! 
logislate! upon tho now terms so as to 
make them binding on Canada as well 
as on Columbia. Tho Government 
turned a deaf ear to these demands, 
and behold tho consequences: Tho 
greatest constitutional lawyer in the 
Dominion and the legal ndviser of tho 
Crown, tells his constituents that the 
Now Terms have failed and that, fresh 
"negotiations are at present going on" 
— with British Columbia, of courso. 
Had this Government legislated there 
could have been no failure of the new- 
terms and now negotiations would not 
have been possible With these facts 
boforo their oyes tho Pooplo must do 
thoir duty. In this case they aro the 
"masters, " tho Governmont aro the 
liordsmcn, and the country is the "ox." 
Tho masters have got to watch that 
the herdsmen, while feasting them- 
boIvoh on tho fat of tho land, do not 
Btarvo tho ox. Should tho Govern- 
ment send another "innocent abroad" 
to dispose of the country at his own 
price, tho inhabitants of British Col" 
umbia have got to send a modern Cer- 
berus to keep him company and guard 
jealously tho interests of the Province

As to tho prospects 
of obtaining employmont at oithor of ths 
trades mentionod by Mr. ltobb, tho de- 
mand is still limited, although at pro- 
sont is lurgoly in excess of that of pre- 
vious years. House carpontors aro in 
good supply; but inquiry is heard for 
stonemasons, plasterers, bricklayers and 
painters. A few oi' each of thoso trades 
would find work for tho summer at "Vic- 
toria, Now Westininitor or Nanaimo at 
from S3 to S5 por day, according to ef- 
ficiency. Unskilled white labor, how- 
over, is not in any requost, wo aro sorry 
to say. Publio works are nnderwoigh 
in several parts of the Frovinco; but tho 
Government policy seems to bo'tooi- 
courago Chineso to tho exclusion of 
white labor.

ABRIVAL OF THE CALIFORNIA. 

Tho 0. S. S. Co.'s steamship Cttlifor 
nia, Capt. Hayes, arrived at Esquimalt 
last ovcning bringing tho following pas- 
sengers: General O. O. HowurJ and fam- 
ily, Cols. W. Ruckor, E. V. Sumner, S. 
Whipple, M. Miller, 8. P. Tappan. Capt. 
Johnston, Capt, Wilkinson and family, 
Liont. Macombd, Mossrs. M. E. Dunn, 
H. Gaaton, W. Moore, C. Brown, J. John- 
ston, of tho Cr.ssiar Exprosa, Sbattuok, 
Wilson and Webb. 

Tho California roaebod Seymour Nar- 
rows jnat ai> tho Myrmidon and Ottor 
■wore preparing to take on board tbo ship- 
wrecked oflloors and orow of tho Saranao. 

Ths stoamor Gertrude wont up the 
Btiokeon River 10 miles furtlior than any 
other ateamor has gone, viz: Telegraph 
Creek, and landed her froight. 

Passage is $10 from Wrangol and 
freight #40 to tho lover landing. 

Meat was solliug at tho diggiuge at 215 
els. per lb. 

There had boon no ohaneo to mine this 
spring. Heavy freshets, which swept away 
nearly ovory .vingdam, ocourred on tho 
10th Juno. 

About 'J00 men had rencbed tho div- 
ings — 500 of whom had gone down to 
MeDame's Creek whero rich diggings 
were reported on Smoky River, a tribut- 
ary of McDamo River. Tho prospects 
•wero from a bit to $1 to tho pan. The 
three men (Jackson and party) on the 
Deloiro, who wore sick with tho aourvy 
wore expected to dio. 

Doloire River was open and Sylvostor 
had started with C animals for McDame's 
Greek. 

Provisions aro falling at Deaso Creek. 
Flour is 25 eta. pet lb., other things in 
proportion. Packing is 15 aouts per 11). 
across tho Portago. There aro 395 ani- 
mals in tho country. Robinson's cattlo 
had arrived at tho lako. 



Mr. Johnston left Dease Creek on the 
8th June with mail, express and $10,009 
in treasure. Arrived at Wrangol on the 
14th by canoo from Glenora Lauding. 
The Gertrude arrived at Glenora the day 
previous with one largo puck train own- 
ed by Mr. Buckley and anothor owned 
by McCallum & Co. Tho steamer oven- 
tnally wont up to Telegraph Creek from 
Glenora iu a little over two hours— the 
lrst boat that has ascended to this latter 
point. 

Mining newa is not very encouraging 
owing to the sudden rise on Deaso Creek 
on the afternoon of tho 8th — the water 
being higher than ever known before. 
I Great damage done to wingdama, claims, 
to., iu consequence; but it is to bo aup- 
posed that the high water will remain for 
not moro thau three or four weeks. Sev- 
eral claims were taking out good pay 
previous to the rise; tho Boulder and 
Grant Co's amongst tho first. Tbo latter 
was sold to a Cliineao company for S2000. 
Chinamen appear to bo getting a foothold 
on the Creek fast. Tbibert Creek is at- 
tracting moro men this thau last season. 
Tho benches are paying better than hoie- 
tofore. 

John McKenzie and W. Humphreys 
arrived from MoDamo's Creek about an 
hour before tho mail closed at Deaso, and 
reported the discovery of a new creek 
emptying into MoDame's, 20 miles up 
from the present camp, that will prospect 
from 25 cents to S2 to the pan. It was 
Btruck by a minor named" Kelly, well 
known in Victoria, and called Smoky 
Greek; boats wero fixing up fast at Deaso 
Lake and a rush thithor in couaequonco. 
The bridge at Tal Fan over tbo first 
North Fork of the Stickeen was carried 
away on the night of tho 10th June; tho 
second bridge, by timely precaution , may 
be save 1. The water is exceedingly high 
and nearly up to the bridge, which was 
atill standing at last accounts. Crossed 
tho 1st North fork on a raft and brought 
a Hue over, Mr. Calbraith stopping there 
to stretch a ropo over to establish a fer- 
ry. A large party intond to start up to 
the headwater* of the Stickeen about the 
1st July. Twenty or twenty-five men 
will proceed thither under tho guidance 
of Mr. Aaron Johnston , who was there 
in 1803. There aro 385 pack animals on 
tho trail, plenty of goods and prices low. 
Flour was nulling for 25 cents, potatoes 
25 cents, and other goods in proportion. 
Mot a band of 22 head of cattlo at Cari- 
boo Cam]) going in, tho finest that have 
come in to that part of the country. 



MOORE'S CASSIAR TPAIL. 

Hb is SnunviLT Thbated bt thii GOV-

GtiBNOBA Landing, Juno 12th. 

Editoh Colonist: — First bridge gone; 
road in general bad order; mud-holes in- 
numerable and swamps that animals can- 
not get through. Nelson's train had to 
make a portago of tho 23-Milo Crook. A 
bridgo could bo put over at a trifling ex- 
pense. No bridgo at tho 12-Milo Creek. 
Footmen havo to wade and do tho boat 
they can to cross, causing great deten- 
tion. Orders wero issued by Mr. Sulli- 
yan and posters pnt up on Deaso Creek 
and along the trail that tolls would bo 
abolished on the 17th of Juno. Captain 
Mooro ref usos to give 'up the trail 
nntil he is paid by tho Government 
according to tho terms of his charter. 
Opinions are divided. Some think Moore 
is right. Others say tho Government is 
right. Rathor a curious stato of affairs if 
the Chief Commissioner has not notified 
Moore to that olToct. Crossing on rafts 
is no joka. I hear that tho mail and op- 
press wore crossed in this way lushed ton 
raft by Johnston tho mail carrier and an 
Indian. 

Please inform us how th("ie things aro 
going to be. and how long tho present 
state of affairs is likely to last.

The Wrecked U.S. War 
Steamer! 

Arrival of tho OHicers and Crew at 
Victoria ! 

FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE 
• • WRECK! 

H. M. S. Myrmidon, Cant. Haro, and 
the H. B. Co's steamer Ottor, having tho 
officers acd men, and a few articles saved 
from tho wrook of tho U. S. stoamor Sar- 
anao, arrived last evening. The officers 
aro quartered at tho Driard House. The 
oiow remained on board tho Otter last 
night. Tho Sarauac is a total wreck; 
having sunk in 63 fathoms of water. 

H. M. S. Myrmidon reached the seotio 
of tho wreck at daylight on Tuesday 
morning, and Capt. Haro at ohco went 
ashore and offered his sorvicos to Capt. 
W.W. Queen, of the Saranao, which wero 
gladly accepted. Tho Myrmidon, as alio 
rounded the point, was greeted with 
three hearty cheerB by tho shipwrecked 
pcoplo, who had suffered groatly from 
exposure to tho incessant rains which 
had prevailed for several days. Ten min- 
utos after the arrival of the Myrmidon 
the H. B. Company's stoamor Ottor ar- 
rived and was also loudly choored. She 
brought Lieut. Commander Saunders and 
Pilot Goorge, who had taken the news 
of tho disaster to Victoria. There had 
been no suffering for want of provisions, 
a fow oases of preserved moats and bis- 
cuits had been taken aahoro before the 
ship went down and the Indians brought 
venison into canq). Tho officers and men 
constructed temporary huts of boughs, 
boatsails, sheets and hammocks. Tho 
Captain's hut was built of a boatsail. A 
few fryingpans had been saved, but most 
of thn door meat was cooked on forked 
sticks. Tho shipwrecked people, when 
Lieut. Com. Saunders and Pilot Goorgo 
left thorn to oarry the news to Victoria, 
wore on tho Vancouver shore, but find- 
ing no water thero they removed to .Val- 
dez Island, on the other aido of the Nar- 
rows, whore thoy found wator in abun- 
danco. 

Tho Myrmidon brought up hammocks, 
blankets and full supplies for 300 men. 
The Otter bad also a full supply of pro- 
visions and othor articles. Tho Myrmi- 
don took all tho officers and men on 
board and carried them to tho Ottor, 
which had anchored in Plumpor Bay. 
ono mile distant. All but 8 officers and 
1(5 men wore transferred to the Otter. By 
this tinio the steamship California, with 
Gen. Howard and staff, had arrived in 
Plumper Bay from the North. At eleven 
o'olock on Tuesday morning tho three 
ships sailed for Victoria, the Otter tow- 
ing tho steam launoh of the Saranao and 
tho second cuttor; the Myrmidon brought 
tho gig, tbo third cuttor and tho dingy 
to Esquimalt. About five hours after 
sailing for Victoria H. M. S. Repulse 
with Admiral Coobrano towing a wrock • 
ing barge was met on the way to render 
assistauco. Capt. Haro wont aboard tho 
Repulse and reported that tho Saranao 
had sunk in 03 fathoms of wator and that 
divers and diving apparatus ware of no 
nse. Tho course of the flagship was then 
altered for Burrard Inlet, 

FOBTHKR PAItTICHLARS. 

From offieera of tho Saranao wo havo 
received additional particulars of the di- 
saster, which occurred at 8:10 on Friday 
morning last. She sank at 10:15 o'clock. 
Tho vessel struck with groat force, near- 
ly ovory person being knooked down. 
Tho vessel careened to the port side 
threatening for an instant to"turn turtle." 
but swinging rapidly round she headed 
to tho current and drifted clear of tho 
rook. Within a moment after she struck 
the forehold was reported full of water; 
but tho forward bulkhead prevented a 
rush of water from reaching tho after 
part of the ship until tho vessel had reach- 
ed tho nearest shoro, for which sho wan 
at onco headed. On reaching shore both 
anchors woro let go and a hawser got out 
and made fast to a tree. The boats wero 
lowered and the crew, a fow provisions, 
hammooks and such personal articles aa 
could bo seized were landed. Almost im- 
mediately after reaching tho Vancouver 
shore tho water extinguished the tires, tho 
tirorafn remaining iu the engine-room 
until the water reached their knees. Fif- 
teen minutes after the last man loft tho 
ship hIio sank stern foromost. The steam- 
launch, broke away from tho wreck as it 
went down and was brought aahoro. 
Four geese, three chickens and one duck 
came aahoro from the wreck, having got 
away as it. disappeared. Soundings were 
niado at the spot whero the Saranao sunk 
aud 63 fathoms of water found. Only a 
uignal chost, an ico chest, a few planks, 
and tho articles we havo enumerated 
above came ashoro aftor tho ship sank, 

The officors und crow of tho Saranao 
with whom wo conversed wero loud in 
piaiso of Admiral Cochrane, Capt. Haro, 
and tho officors and man of Her Majesty's 
Fleet. Thoy speak in the highest terms 
of tho promptitude with which our sail- 
ors came to the rescue, and tho kindness 
which thoy received at their hands. Offi- 
cial notification of tho courtesies has been 
already dispatched to Washington. 

Tho U. S. S. Beuicia sailed from San 
Francisco on Tuesday to receive on 
board and convey to San Francisco the 
Saranao's pooplo.

Haro, to the relief of tho 
wreoked officers and men of tho Saranao, 
all tho way from Victoria to Seymour 
Narrows, without delay, affords a remark- 
able example to us— an index of friendly 
fueling and courtesy that, I know, will 
receive, Bhould occasion offer, a ready 
and hearty return. Being on tho spot 
while tho Myrmidon was yet at tho Nar- 
rows, transfening to the steamer Otter 
the fow articles saved from tho wreak; 
and soon after meeting tho Admiral's 
flagship Repulse «u route thither, I think 
it proper to send an appreciative word in 
kooping with tho report of tho gallant 
Captain of tho Saranao, already made. 
The current at tho Seymour Narrows was 
bo strong that the California had to delay 
sovoral hours this morning.
